SAIGON (AP) - 
The U.S. 
Military 
Command 
reported 
early Thursday that Saigon was 
quiet “except for some sporadic 
small arms fire" after a day of 
attacks on the capital that saw 
a Viet Cong suicide squad killed 
at the U.S. Embassy. The Com­ 
munists also seized part of Hue, 
the old imperial capital, far to 
the north. 
The attacks Wednesday on 
Saigon and other cities and in­ 
stallations were 
costing 
the 
Comminists 10 dead for every 
allied soldier killed. President 


Nguyen Van Thieu proclaimed 
martial law 
throughout South 
Vietnam. 
“ It is felt," the U.S. Com­ 
mand said, “ that we now have 
the initiative and that we are no 
longer reacting to enemy initiat­ 
ed actions but are seeking out 
the enemy." 
At the same time, the com­ 
mand reported that a power 
plant in Cholon, the Chinese 
quarter of Saigon, was blown up 
by the Viet Cong. 
Two allied tanks and an ar­ 
mored personnel carrier moving 


on patrol north toward Bien Hoa 
were attacked by enemy forces 
on a Saigon street 15 minutes 
after midnight.

night, a U.S. spokesman report­ 
ed there was still sporadic small 
arms fire at Tan Son Nhut air 
base and minor contact in a vil­ 
lage to the north of it.

nated enemy attacks, the Viet 
Cong appeared to have seized 
part of Hue, military reports in­ 
dicated. A Viet Cong broadcast 
said the Communists held the

north of the river was “sur­ 
rounded by (enemy with) auto­ 
matic weapons." 
Asked if this meant that Viet 
Cong troops were holding that 
particular section of the city, he 
said: “ It looks like that from 
what Pve got here. 
“ The U.S. Military Command 
in Hue is in no significant dan­ 


ger,” he said, “but it is receiv­ 
ing sporadic small arms fire." 
The Viet Cong also claimed 
control of the provincial capital 
of Quant Trl south of the demili­ 
tarized zone, although no at­ 
tacks on the city have been re­ 
ported since Tuesday. 


Snipers were reported still fir­ 
ing on parts of the sprawling 
Tan Son Nhut air base, some of 
them only 200 yards away from 
the new “Pentagon East," U.S. 
headquarters of Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland.

BANDS OF SILENCE 
Writing in Nation’s Business recently, Alden 
H* Sypher, retired editor and life-long journa­ 
list, noted that ‘^Government by fear is causing 
bands of silence to fall across the land. . . 
“Noise still rises from bearded builders of 
dissension but in increasing numbers the more 
responsible, mature and highly qualified people 
are withdrawing from public discussion. . .” 
He goes on to say the inclination toward silence 
is “restricting the exchange of ideas that could 
result in honest consensus. 
It is the product 
of fear—the fear of vastly increased central 
authority 
with tremendous power 
and little 
restraint in its use. 
“ The fear of farmers whose livelihood is 
largely 
controlled 
in 
Washington and whose 
product prices have been affected by stockpile 
manipulations. 
“Of businessmen who have seen controls be­ 
come effective not by law, nor uniform patterns, 
but by unbearable pressure of central power 
and authority. 
“Of educators who have seen sudden withdrawal 
of federal funds for failure to conform—and 
just as sudden replacement of the funds through 
intervention not by educators, but by political 
figures. 
“Of city leaders who see in the antipoverty 
war new political alignments that may be di­ 
rected or at least influenced by Washington. 
“Of little people who rest uneasily under the 
benevolence of power they have been unleashed, 
over which they have no control.” 
And beyond the self-imposed silence and fear 
of economic repercussions, there lies the his­ 
torically proven danger of becoming a subservient, 
obedient and abject people. 
Thus, the more we 
fear and the longer we stay silent, the greater 
are our chances of becoming captives of a system 
that will regular every individual.

But the larger cities have been rushing to apply 
their own income tax as a means of fighting 
decay and the meeting steadily increasing costs 
involved in attacking complex problems. 
Surprisingly more than half of the largest cities 
in the United States now have a city income tax 
applying both to individuals and corporations. 
These affect 18 million people. 
City income taxation is not all bad from the 
taxpayers* standpoint. 
Property taxation is 
almost universally lighter .in cities which have it. 
Not all the income tax cities are large — 
Newport and neighboring Paducah in Kentucky 
for example and Gadsden, Ala. 
Will Sikeston ever adopt a city income tax? 
It may but it is a comfortable thought—at least 
for all but large property owners—that it prob­ 
ably will not be necessary to apply one any 
time soon.

For this reason, many state, county and local 
highway departments are switching their traffic 
sign inspection teams’ workdays to workNIGHTS. 
Their reason is logical:

during the day,” says one inspector working 
for the Connecticut State Highway Department. 
Beginning last month, two-man inspection teams 
take to the roads in that state for four hours of 
one night of each week. 
Each team is given a 
specific set of directions to follow, much like 
those you give your out-of-town relatives when 
they come to visit you (East on Route 32 to #53, 
south on #53 to Main St., etc.) 
The teams then take notes on all signs that 
confuse or do not fully inform the driver of his 
location and/or upcoming intersections. 
The 
teams, then, report these sign deficiencies to 
the Highway Department. 
The teams also check all signs they encounter 
for reflectivity, location, visibility, proper word­ 
ing, etc. 
From these reports, the Highway Department 
prepares a list of locations where signs are inad­ 
equate, in need of repair or missing altogether. 
Maintenance schedules can then be accurately 
prepared from this list, and the most dangerous 
sign deficiencies can be given top priority. 
Traffic sign inspections are much more val­ 
uable if made at night, because certain defects 
would not show up under daylight scrutiny.

Today, the news­ 
paper reaches more people per dollar cost 
than it did in 1945. 
3. Newspapers are better than ever, attracting 
new, affluent readers. 
4. The rising educationa 
level has resulted 
in more extensive use of newspapers. There is 
a positive relationship between newspaper read­ 
ing and education. 
5. While the newspaper becomes more an or­ 
gan of total community coverage, other adver­ 
tising media are appealing to split publics. The 
television and radio audiences have been cut into 
smaller fractions by the availability of an in­ 
creasing number of channels. 
While Dr. Bogart points to sociological factors 
which explain the continued dominance of news­ 
paper advertising, the local retailer bases his 
choice on one practical consideration: the cash 
register.

This is a headache, however, 
which Hoover neither requested 
nor wants.

Writing in Nation’s Business recently, Alden

There is a universality about taxation. There 
always is an eager search for new and hopefully 
untapped fields. When new fields cannot be found, 
of course, there is resort to double taxation, 
which also is subject to vigorous protest.

That is a city income tax. 
The movement to adopt city income taxes, a 
field already substantially occupied by the fed­ 
eral and state governments, hasn’t really caught 
fire in the sm aller cities.

These affect 18 million people. 
City income taxation is not all bad from the 
taxpayers’ standpoint. 
Property taxation is 
almost universally lighter in cities which have it. 
Not all the income tax cities are large — 
Newport and neighboring Paducah in Kentucky 
for example and Gadsden, Ala. 
Will Sikeston ever adopt a city income tax? 
It may but it is a comfortable thought—at least 
for all but large property owners—that it prob­ 
ably will not be necessary to apply one any 
time soon.

For this reason, many state, county and local 
highway departments are switching their traffic 
sign inspection teams* workdays to workNIGHTS. 
Their reason is logical: 
“ If we can find our 
way at night, it’s likely that we can find our way 
during the day,” says one inspector working 
for the Connecticut State Highway Department. 
Beginning last month, two-man inspection teams 
take to the roads in that state for four hours of 
one night of each week. 
Each team is given a 
specific set of directions to follow, much like 
those you give your out-of-town relatives when 
they come to visit you (East on Route 32 to #53, 
south on #53 to Main St., etc.) 
The teams then take notes on all signs that 
confuse or do not fully inform the driver of his 
location and/or upcoming intersections. 
The 
team s, then, report these sign deficiencies to 
the Highway Department. 
The teams also check all signs they encounter 
for reflectivity, location, visibility, proper word­ 
ing, etc. 
From these reports, the Highway Department 
prepares a list of locations where signs are inad­ 
equate, in need of repair or missing altogether. 
Maintenance schedules can then be accurately 
prepared from this list, and the most dangerous 
sign deficiencies can be given top priority. 
Traffic sign inspections are much more val­ 
uable if made at night, because certain defects 
would not show up under daylight scrutiny.

5. While the newspaper becomes more an o r­ 
gan of total community coverage, other adver­ 
tising media are appealing to split publics.

Lions Urge Eyes Be Pledged 
For Conservation of Sight 


COLUMBIA — Designation of 
February as ‘‘eye donor month” 
by Gov. Warren E. Hearnes will 
signal members of 400 Missouri 
Lions clubs to open a concen­ 
trated campaign to interest peo­ 
ple in pledging their eyes to the 
sight conservation program. 
As co-sponsors of the Lions 
eye tissue bank at the university 
of Missouri Medical Center, the 
15,000 Lions members furnish 
substantial financial support for 
the bank, equip collection substa­ 
tions and conduct an eye donor 
registration program. Hie pro­ 
gram receives cooperation 
of 
Missouri physicians, an eyebank 
network of ham radio operators, 
the Missouri highway patrol, and 
airline pilots and hostesses in 
securing and transporting the eye 
tissue. 
The University of Missouri - 
Columbia houses facilities 
and 
provides physicians and techni­ 
cians who staff the eye tissue bank 
and serves as headquarters fora 
chain of almost 70 donor eye- 
collection sub-stations in partic­ 
ipating hospitals throughout die 
state — within 50 miles of almost 
every person in Missouri. 
Since 1960 when the eye bank was 
established more than 140 pa­ 
tients have had sight restored or 
improved through transplants of 
donated fresh or preserved tis­ 
sue. Tissue has been supplied to 
medical centers throughout the 
nation, as well as Vietnam, South 
America and to the hospital ship 
S. S. Hope. 
Dr. Leo Landhuis, instructor of 
ophthalmology and director of the 
eye bank staff, said, ‘‘There is a 
dire shortage of suitable donated 
tissue available to the eye bank. 
“ Part of this shortage is be­ 
cause we are now more selective 
in our use of fresh and preserved 
eye tissues in tissue transplant 
surgery and because we are ex­ 
panding our use of preserved eye 
tissue to many other types of 
blinding disease and corrective 
surgery. 
“ All eyes are useful, regard­ 
less of age. condition of the eyes 
or cause of death,” he continued. 
“ The fact that a person has worn 
glasses, has poor vision, or has 
had eye surgery does not detract 
from usefulness of the eyes. 
“ If the tissue is not needed for 
immediate surgery it can be pro­ 
cessed for long-term storage for 
later use.” 
He saic^ “ Another important 
project is research into disease 
processes in the eye.” 
Dr. Landhuis said publicity of 
heart, kitfciey and liver trans­ 
plants may improve the supply 
of donor eye tissue from a more 
VrffHng public. 
“ Even though we are more se­ 
lective in our use of donated eye 
tissue, we can use every eye that 
is received,” he said. 
Nearly 5,500 Missourians carry

ate. 
He has shared their daily 
proldems and has sought to pro­ 
vide 
the spiritual guidance es­ 
sentia] in running a nation. He 


is also outspoken 
in 
his 
de­ 
nunciation of communism and of 
its 
manipulation of religious 
leaders and minorities. 
“ Concerning the right to vote 
In our land, this is a time of 
seething 
emotion Iwrdering on 
mysteria. 
In some demonstra­ 
tions, 
dunce 
caps and martyr 
halos 
are 
strangely mixed,” 
the Senate chaplain 
observed. 
“ In such a 
time it 
needs to 
be said, especially to the church­ 
men who are so aroused, that 
in facing 
squarely 
domestic 
adjustments to meet the tests of 
true 
government by the people, 
the unpardonable 
sin 
is 
for 
Americans

being blown around the planet, 
Is 
born of communism’s fear 
complex that 
the UJ5.A., with 
its material and 
moral might, 
is the one and only power that 
can thunder 
to this scourge of 
fetters 
— *You shall not pass.* 
“ Never 
in history has there 
been such a 
colossal campaign 
to peddle lies about any coun­ 
try. Lenin’s directions are now

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Lions Urge Eyes Be Pledged 
For Conservation of Sight 


COLUMBIA — Designation ol 
February as “ eye donor month” 
by Gov. Warren E. Hearnes will 
signal members of 400 Missouri 
Lions clubs to open a concen­ 
trated campaign to Interest peo­ 
ple In pledging their eyes to the 
sight conservation program. 
As co-sponsors of the Lions 
eye tissue bank at the University 
of Missouri Medical Center, the 
15.000 Lions members furnish 
substantial financial support tor 
the bank, equip collection substa­ 
tions and conduct an eye donor 
registration program . The pro­ 
gram receives cooperation 
of 
Missouri physicians, an eyebank 
network of ham radio operators, 
the Missouri highway patrol, and 
airline pilots and hostesses In 
securing and transporting the eye 
tissue. 
The University of Missouri - 
Columbia houses facilities 
and 
provides physicians and techni­ 
cians who staff the eye tissue bank 
and serves as headquarters fora 
chain of almost 70 donor eye- 
collection sub-stations in partic­ 
ipating hospltaLs throughout the 
state — within 50 miles of almost 
every person In M issouri. 
Since 1960 when the eye bank was 
established more than 140 pa­ 
tients have had sight restored or 
Improved through transplants of 
donated fresh or preserved tis­ 
sue. Tissue has been supplied to 
medical centers throughout the 
nation, as well as Vietnam, South 
America and to the hospital ship 
S. S. Hope. 
Dr. Leo Landhuls, Instructor of 
ophthalmology’ and director (rf the 
eye bank staff, said, “ There Is a 
lire shortage of suitable donated 
tissue available to the eye lank. 
“ Part of this shortage Is be­ 
cause we are now more selective 
In our use of fresh and preserved 
eye tissues In tissue transplant 
surgery and Ie ca use we are ex­ 
panding our use of preserved eye 
tissue to many other types of 
blinding disease and corrective 
surgery. 
“ All eyes are useful, regard­ 
less of age. condition of the eyes 
or cause of death,” he continued. 
“ The fact that a person has wont 
glasses, has ;oor vision, or has 
had eye surgery does not detract 
from usefulness of the eye . 
“ lf the tissue is not needed tor 
immediate surgery it can be pro­ 
cessed for long-term storage tor 
later use.” 
He sai<^ “ Another important 
project Is research Into disease 
p re c e d e s in the eye.” 
Dr. Landhuls said publicity of 
heart, klcteey and liver trans­ 
plants may improve the supply 
Of donor eye tissue from a more 
public. 
‘‘Even though we are more se­ 
lective In our use of donated eye 
tissue, we can use every eye that 
is received,” he said.

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U.S. Must Take Positive 
Steps to Curb Gold Drain

Though calling for more exports, in the main President 
■Johnson is attem pting to solve the gold drain negatively b> 
clam ping strong controls on new U.S. investment abroad and 
<>n foreign travel by Americans for pleasure. 
Wo should be working for positive solutions. 
The gold drain largely seem s to be due to four factors: We 
spend more as tourists abroad than foreign tourists spend 
here: we invest more abroad each year than we bring home 
as investm ent income: we send considerable amounts abroad 
m f< reign aid: we are spending large sums abroad in con­ 
nection with the war in Vietnam and in the economic rehabili­ 
tation of that country. 
To help suite these deficits, U.S. federal, state and city 
officials should be seeking vigorously to find out why more 
foreign investors are not putting their money in the U.S. 
market. 
Tax lienelits and other enticem ents could be used to lure 
outstanding foreign com panies to this country. There are 
precedents in our early history. 
The import ol foreign investm ent would help to reduce the 
.•old drain It would also bring new talent and new operating 
techniques into those American industries and individual 
com panies which are now noncompetitive in the world mar 
ket U would mean more jobs for American workmen 
11 the foreign firms could be induced to invest in the slums 
id large cities and in poverty belts in parts of rural America, 
these investm ents by foreign businessm en could also help 
case the strain in some of our social-econom ic sore spots

Considerable U.S. assistance to other countries has been 
in the form of foreign exchange, in return for which stocks 
ot counterpart lands (equivalent amounts of local currencyi 
have been set aside in these countries. 
Some ol this local currency has been used for further U.S. 
aid to the countries concerned, some used for U.S. govern­ 
ment expenses in these countries. Sizable amounts remain 
unused. Would it not be profitable, under present circum ­ 
stances. tor the U.S. government in some cases to sell this 
local currency to American tourists and to American firms 
and thus add this mite to easing the dollar drain? 
Now that Western Kurope is prosperous, should the United 
States spend sizable amounts for the defense of that area? 
Since the U.S. inevitably must bear the whole cost of the 
intercontinental nuclear weapons which provide an umbrella 
over Western Kurope. why shouldn’t West Europeans bear 
all other costs related to their own defense, including the en- 
tin cost ol U.S. troops stationed on their soil? 
Despite the aid it received in two world wars. Western 
Europe is contributing negligible amounts to the defense and 
'n the economic development and medical rehabilitation ol 
outh Vietnam. More should be done by this government to 
>rrcct that inequity.
